_. RAILWAY FREIGHT CHARGES. 

The Hon. Samuel Shellabarger, member of 
Congress from Ohio, has introduced 4 bill which 
prohibits any railway carrying passengers, freight, 
ete., on their way from one State to another 
State, making any discrimination in rates becanse 
of distance; the said rates to be uniform as to 
mileage. Mr. Shellabarger makes the introduc- 
tion of hig bill the occasion of a very long letter 
to a Boston paper, in which he discusses a great 
many matters, and makes many learned refer- 
ences to legal decisions, but fails, so far as we 
cah discover, to touch the question whether 
Congress has authority to preseribe to railroads 
or other common carriers the rate of compen- 
sation they may charge for transportation. Mr. 
Shellabarger makes the following points: 

1. That the rate chargéd by railroads for the 
transportation of freight amounts, in many 
cases, to extortion, and that, while food is rotting 
at one end of a railroad, there are persons very 
hungry at the other end. | 

2 That, under the power to regulate com- 
merce, Congress has enacted various regula- 
tions as to the construction of yessels; the num- 
ber of passengers each may carry ; where the 
freight and baggage must be stowed ; the quan- 
tity and kinds of food to be given passengers 
and crew, and how it shall be cooked ; rules as 
to cleanliness, and to protect passengers from 
outrage and wrong; and that Congress has, in 
like manner, provided similar regulations fo 
commerce on steam and other vessels engaged 
in the inland trade. 

3. That the powe: of Congress to regulate 
commerce among the several States is precisely 
the same as it is to regulate foreign commerce. 

4. That railroads, though unknown at the 
time of the adoption of the Constitution, stand 
in the respect of commerce as do vessels upon 

5. That all State lawe and charters of railroad 
and other corporations, which operate as regu- 
lations of commerce the several States, 
are subject to the paramount power of Congress 
to alter them whenever Congress shall decide 
to do so in aid and regulation of commerce. 

6. That the only cases where a State has power 
to regulate commerce not subordinate to the 
power of Congress is in that commerce which is 
conducted wholly within the limits of such 
State, and is, therefore, neitlier foreign com- 
merce nor commerce among the States. 

7. That in the absence of any exercise of its 
constitutional authority by Congress, the regu- 
lations of the several States would be valid, but 
all such regulations by States would lapse when 
Congress should act in the matter. 

These several propositions, so elaborately dis- 
cussed by Mr. Shellabarger, may be all admitted 
as delf-evideut, and yet they leave the question 
as to the power of Congress to regulate the rates 
ot transportation precisely where it is now. We 
can all understand that railroads, though char- 
tered by States, hold their charters subject to 
all the powers given to Congress by the Consti- 
tution ; and, while it is clear that Congress can 
regulate commerce among the States just as well 
as it cam upon the ocean, that doss not 
settle the question whether Congress can 
fix the rates of transportation in either case- 
Mr. Shellabarger leaves the country as much in 
the dark upon this point as it was before, and 
yet that is the vital point in the whole subject 

This question is one which has provoked ac- 
tion on the part of several State Legislatures. 
These States have undertaken to enact a tariff of 
rates for the transportation of passengers and 
freights, and to prohibit any discrimination in 
the rates upon throngh and way ta, This 
has been attempted under the ‘general police 
power of the State, or under some assumed au- 
thority to regulate commerce within the State. 
80 far as it applies to through freights it is inop- 
erative, because of the easy means of evading 
it, and therefore the State regulation, at best, 
is very feeble, or altogether nugatory. This is 
so generally admitted, that the country now 
turns to Congress for the exercise of this 
authority, if it exist at all. The failure of Mr.

The element 
of charity does not enter into their construction 
or composition, It was not granted to them in 
their charters, and they have not obtainedit 
Wo have no ides that, even if the power to 
regulate the rates of freights were vested in 
Congress, the owners of the 60,000 miles of rail- 
way in the United States would submit to its 
exercise without a struggle; and we have no 
question that in that struggle the superior in- 
telligence, sagacity, and ready means of the 
railroad managers Would secure a controlling 
majority of both Houses as subservient as any 
other equally numerous body of employed men 
in their service. The better plan for Congress 
is to give relief in providing increased facilities 
for transportation. The St. Lawrence River now 
is offered us as an easy and cheap exit to market. 
Bat if we must have railroads, then, as an ex- 
treme measure, of dotibtful propriety, but far 
better than an attempt to dx railroad charges by 
law, let Congress construct # double track 
trunk railway for the transportation of freight 
from the Atlantic to the Mississippi or Missoari, 
and make it free to ang. person or corporation to 
run trains thereon, under suitable regulations, 
the charges for freight not to exceed a certain 
rate. Congress can do what it pleases with its 
own; but when it qadertakes to regulate the 
price of moving a bushel of corn, it asserts an 
authority to fix the price at which corn shall be 
sold, the price at which a man shall labor per 
day, and at once, under the guise of parental 
caré, becomes an intolerable despotiem and 
nuisance. We have not enough railways to the 
seaboard. Let us encourage their increase by a 
repeal of every tax that swalle the cost of their 
construction; let us even build new railways; 
but let Congress be careful that, in attempting 
to cure the patient, it does not administer poison. 


SUNDAY LAWS AND SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 


Bishop Armitage, of Wisconsin, » distin- 
guished prelate of the Protestant Episcopal 
Ch recently read an essay before the Wis- 


consin Academy of Sciences, giving a general. 


review of the origin and existing status of the 
various modes of observing Sunday prevailing 
among different Christian countries. It was a 
notable concession for a churchman to maintain 
that the Sabbath day and Sunday are two dis- 
tinct and separate institutions,—the one of Jew- 
ish origin imposing religions obligations, and 
the other a day voluntarily set apart for rest and 
worship, imposing no obligations upon non- 
worshipers except that of sobriety and good 


| neighborhood, The essay is timely, and the 


author's effort to conciliate the opposing ele- 
ments of our population in regard to observing 
Sunday, and to cause them to exercise patience 
and toleration, is worthy of all praise. 

There are three distinctive customs in observ- 
ing Zunday,—the Continental, the English, and 
the American or Puritan. The European cus- 
tom is that which prevails, with modifications 
according to the tastes of the various peoples, 
all over the Continent of Europe, and which re- 
gards Sunday ass day of recreation and social 
amusement, with or without religious worship. 
The American custom, in its purity, is to devote 
the day to churoh-going and prayer, and not 
simply to refrain from doing any work, but also 
from enjoying pastimes which are regarded as 
harmless on other days of the week, The 
English custom is a sort of compromise between 
the license of the day as it is construed in 
France, Germany, Italy, and Spain, and the 
‘Puritan rigor of observing it as a religious day, 
to be devoted to holy uses exclusively. 

The origin of these different Sunday customs, 
as traced by Bishop Armitage, is curious and in- 
teresting. It jill surprise many good people to 
learn that the European custom, which they are 
in the habit of regarding as licentious and sacri- 
legious, is a direct outgrowth of the Reforma- 
tion, as organized and led by Luther and Calvin. 
These old Reformers, disgusted with the excess 
of form and pomp in the Roman Church, main- 
tained that it was absurd to hold that oneday 
could be holier than another. It was Luther's 
idea that if a Papist insisted upon this fallacy 
his followers should make the day particularly 
merry, and thus show their contempt for the old 
superstition. (Bishop Armitage, it should be re- 
marked, does not concur with Luther as to this.) 
Calvin did not go so far as this, 
but still maintained the general principle that 
Sunday could not be holier than Monday or 
Wednesday. Thus it was that the Reformers 
became responsible for the European idea of 


Sunday. The people came to regard the day as- 


their holiday, on which they might indulge 
themselves in hearing music, visiting each 
other, drinking wine and beer, and generally 
giving themselves up to amusements for which 
they could not spare the time during the week. 
The popular belief among Americans, that these 
Sunday habite come from the infidelity of Ger- 
many, js, therefore, entirely incorrect. The 


Luth of Northern Germany and the Catho- 
lics Germany spend Sunday in pre- 
same way that the infidels observe it, 


with the difference that they go to 
church in the morning. The beer-gardens of 
Berlin, with cheir symphony or military concerts, 
are weifed by the best Protestant German fami- 
nes, who sea no wrong in passing their Sunday 
afternoon in this way. Sunday night is the gala 
night at the royal opera and theatre, and the day 
has the characteristics of u holiday among all 
classes of people. The prevalence of the Puri- 
tan Sunday in America was, Bishop Armitage 
thinks, a result of the English victories over 
the French in the early provincial wars before 
the American Revolution. He thinks that, if 
the French has been victorious in these 
struggles, their ideas would have got the 


“mastery, and they would have been hand- 


ed down through succeeding 
so that {the American. Sunday ~ to-day 
would not have been materially erent from 


that which is observed by the French of Lower 
Canada, Bnt the English having been victo- 
rious, and the Puritan element having been in 
the ascendant among them, their actions of 
Sunday prevailed and spread over the continent.

necessarily attached to the day. Intolerance on 
both sides is the cause of the incessant agitation 
of the Sunday question in this country, where 
the population includes the three elements that 
have been described. If those who believe in 
the American custom could once make up their 
minds that the European cust om was not positively 
wicked, all they would ask would be the privilege 
of pursuing their own customs without inter- 
ruption or annoyance. This much, on the other 
band, must be conceded by the Europeans. 
hey come to this country and should be care- 
ful not to array themselves against its customs, 
especially so long as they are usually permitted to 
enjoy their own preferences and continue their 
old habits in a quiet and inoffensive manner. It 
may be that America is not yet old enohgh to 
bave had its custom of observing Sunday finally 
and firmly established, but the change can only 
be very gradual. In the meantime, mutual tol- 
eration on the part of {those who differ in regard 
to the observance of the day will enable us all to 
spend Sunday pretty much according to our own 
inclinations, without annoying enybody else, 
THE OPERA SEASON. 

For the first time since the Great Fire, Chi- 
cago is to have an opera season worthy of the 
name, Neither the Wachtel season of last 
spring, which was a miserable fiasco, nor the 
Aimee opere-bouffe immediately following it, 
which was almost as bal, can be classed in 
the regular seasons of opera. Both these 
troupes were heterogeneously thrown together, 
and were brought to Chicago because it was 
supposed that a good business could be done 
here, Chicago having been without music for 
nearly six months. The managers, however, 
discovered that the fire had not consumed the 
good taste of opera-goers. Now, after waiting 
over n year, we may congratulate our- 
selyes that the opera once more resumes 
its place in the world cf local amusements, 
although we have no Opera House, and cannot 
make the opera at home with the same degree of 
elegance and completeness as formerly. For- 


it presentable. We may nuss some of the gor- 
geous surroundings, but the dramatic and mu- 
sical ensemble will not suffer. Perhaps it will 
be improved, for the stage of Crosby's Opera 
House very often interfered with the perform- 
ance of opera, There ace many who will re- 
member the first season of Italian and the first 
of German opera in Chicagp, and they will also re- 
member that, since that time, no performances 
of opera have ever been given here in any way 
comparable to them. They were given in Me- 
Vicker’s Theatre, which at that time was not 
only vastly inferior to the Opera 
House, but also to the present 
handsome theatre. The only advantage which 
the Opera House possessed over the theatre was 
in favor of the audience, It was more ele- 
gant, more sumptuous, more fashionable and 
aristocratic, but it did not add one iota to the 
dramatic or musical character of the perform- 
ancés. The forthcoming season will be lven in 
the theatres; and in one instance at least Mo- 
Vicker’s Theatre. Theonly disadvantage under 
which it labors in comparison with the Opera 
House, as it was, is in seating capacity. The 
audience, however, will gain by this, proximity to 
the stago, and a cosy degree of sociality, which 
was unknown in the cold distances of the 
Opera House, and this will furnish increased 


portunities for the inspection of toilettes. 

The first season will bo of English opera, and 
will commence at the Academy of Musik, Jan. f. 
The troupe was organized, by Mr. Baward

Government against Khiva is but a repetition of 


‘the old-time determination of Russie to. get s f 


foothold in Centrai Asia. In the early part of 
the sixteenth century, Peter the Great contem- 
plated the idea of reviving the old commercial 
route from India through Central Asia as it was | 
in the days of the Boman Empire, and sent out 
two expeditions, both of which were ‘foiled by 
the Khivans. A century later, another attempt | 
was made, which had to be relinquished. Three 
| succeeded in establishing the militéry post of 
Fort Alexandrovek on the eastern shore of the 
Caspian Sea, and established commercial. rela- 
tions with the Toorkomans, which were 
eventually discontinued by the latter, as they 
threatened to involve their independence. In 
1839, the Russians sent out another expedition | 
towards Khiva, which failed, and they then set 
their faces in chothar direction. The Kirghis | 
Steppe, between Asiatic Russia and Toorkistan, 
was invaded and captured. In 1858, they cap- 
tured a fort at Akmusjid, and, in 1864, the towns 
of Toorkistan, Auliesta, Chumkund, and Tash- 
kund, the largest town in Central Asia, and 
the whole conquered district was incorporated | 
into the Russian dominions, under the name 
ot Toorkistan. The next Russian war was 
with Bokhara, which resulted in the capture 
of Kokund, which was also  incorpo- | 
rated with Toorkistan. Samarkund and 
Bokhara were the next districts to yield, and in 
their capture Russia became the virtual ruler of 
Central Asia. The immediate cause of the attack 
on Khiva is alleged to be 4 freebooting attack | 
upon Fort Alexandrovek, and the the'reftisal of | 
the Khan of Khiva to surrender some Russian 
subjects held in slavery by them. Meatwhile, a 
new complication has arisen in this attempt of 
Russia to extend its Asiatic dominion, the 
British Ambassador at St. Petersburg having | 
notified Prince Gortechakoff that if the Russian 
troops penetrate the countries between Khiva 
and Afghanistan, England will be compelled to 
interfere in support. of Afghan independence. 
As it is impossible fox Russia to advance without 
doing this, the movement begins to assume 2
